ORDER 

New Delhi, the 3 i st August, 2010 

No. F. 10*9/2007'U.3A.—Whereas Section 3 of the 
University Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 states “The 
Central Government may, on the advice of the Commission, 
declare by notification in the Official Gazette, that any 
institution for higher education, other than a University, 
shall be deemed to be a University for the purposes of this 
Act, and on such a declaration being made, all the 
provisions of this Act shall apply to such institution as if it 
were a University within the meaning of clause (f) of section 
2 ”; 

2. And whereas, a proposal was received by the 
Central Government in June 2007 from Dr. MGR 
Educational and Research Institute, an institution deemed 
to be university, seeking inclusion of a new Department 
viz., Faculty of Medicine (ACS Medical College and 
Hospital) Chennai under its ambit; 

3. And whereas, the recommendations of the 
University Grants Commission (UGC) in the matter were 
received by the Central Government on 6-10-2009 and after 
careful examination under the UGC Guidelines (2000) in 
respect of institutions deemed to be universities, 
observations were communicated by the Government to 
the UGC on 11-11-2009 for reconsideration of the 
Commission; 

4. And whereas the UGC placed the observations of 
the Government before the UGC Expert Committee which 
examined the proposal in accordance with the UGC 
Regulations 2010, though the Regulations were not notified 
at that point of time and the proposal could only be 
examined in accordance with the UGC Guidelines (2000); 

5. And whereas, the ACS Medical College and 
Dr. MGR Education and Research Institute are located at 
different places and hence, ACS Medical College cannot 
be treated as a department of Dr. MGR Educational and 
Research Institute under the UGC Guidelines (2000); 

6 . And whereas, ACS Medical College had already 
admitted students in 2008-09 academic session under the 
eiuolment of Dr. MGR Educational and Research Institute, 
an institution deemed to be university, even before the 
Medical College was approved by the Government as a 
constituent unit of the institution deemed to be university. 
This in itself is a violation of the UGC Guidelines (2000) on 
institutions deemed to be universities then in force. In fact, 
no college can admit students to its academic degree 
programme(s) unless it is either affiliated to a State 
University or is formally included under the ambit of an 
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institution deemed to be university, in the interest of the 
students already enrolled in that college; 

7. And whereas, ACS Medical College was issued 
an Essentiality Certificate by the Tamil Nadu Government 
on 11/6/2007 on condition that the State Government shall 
take over the responsibility of the already enrolled students, 
if fresh admissions are stopped by the Central Government. 
The Central Government, vide its communication dated 
11 -8-2009, had directed the ACS Medical College not to 
make admissions for the academic session 2009-10 without 
first affiliating the said college with the appropriate State 
University. However, despite this express stipulation of 
the Government and in total disregard of the specific 
direction. Dr. MGR Educational and Research Institute has 
gone ahead with the admission of students in ACS Medical 
College for the academic year 2009-10. 

8 . And whereas, in the case of ACS Medical College, 
it was the parent trust by the name of Kannammal Trust 
and not the institution deemed to be university which had 
applied to the Central Government, in the Ministry of Health 
& Family Welfare, for permission to start the Medical 
College. The Medical College is sponsored by Kannammal 
Trust, which obtained such permission from the Central 
Government and not the institution deemed to be 
university. It was not permissible under the extant UGC 
Guidelines (2000) for institutions deemed to be universities 
to admit students to a medical college which was not under 
its ambit; however, the said Medical College continued to 
admit students for two consecutive academic sessions 
without it being a duly approved constituent unit of the 
institution deemed to be university; 


9. And further whereas, in view of public concern 
over the decrease in academic standards in certain 
institutions deemed to be universities, a review of such 
institutions was ordered by the Central Government. A 
Committee comprising eminent academic experts was 
constituted by the Central Government on 6-7-2009. Among 
other institutions deemed to be universities, a review of 
Dr. MGR Education and Research Institute was also made 
by the Committee, which found the institution deficient on 
various counts, and therefore, bringing yet another 
institution under the ambit of such an institution deemed 
to be university would further weaken its academic 
standards; 

10. And further whereas, the High Court of Madras, 
vide its order dated 18-8-2010 has directed the Government 
to pass appropriate orders after considering the 
recommendations of UGC within one week of the receipt of 
the copy of the order (received on 24-8-2010); 

11. Now, therefore, in exercise of the inherent powers 
under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956 and after 
consideration of all relevant facts, the Government hereby 
rejects the recommendation of UGC dated 30-9-2009 and 
thereby, the application from Dr. MGR Educational and 
Research Institute, Chennai for inclusion of ACS Medical 
College under the ambit of the institution deemed to be 
university.
